S .O . 4574. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963), and after previous publication as required 
hy sub - rule ( 2 ) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection ) Rules , 1964, the 
Central Government hereby — 
( 1 ) notifics that expanded metal steel sheets shall he subject to inspection prior to 

export ; 
( 2 ) specifles the type of inspection in accordance with the Export of Expanded Metal 

Steel Sheets ( Inspection ) Rules, 1967 as the type of inspection which would 

be applied to such expanded metal steel sheets prior to export ; 
(3 ) recognises 
(a ) the Indian Standard IS : 412 ---1962 for expanded metal steel sheets for general 

purposes , issued by the Indian Standards Institution ; 
(b ) the specifications which shall he a national standard of a foreign country 

declared by the exporter as the agreed specification of the export contract 

for expanded metal steel sheets ; and 
(c ) the speciflcution as set out in Annexure I to this notification. 
as the standard specifications for expanded metal steel sheets ; 
(4 ) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of any such expanded 

nietal steel sheets , unless the game are either accompanied by a certificate 
issued by one of the agencies recognised by the Central Government under 
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section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 
1963 ), to the effect that the expanded metal steel shects are exportworthy 
or bcar a mark or seal recognised by the Contral Government under 

section of the said Act. 
2 . Nothing in this notification shall apply to the cxport by land, sea , or air of samples 
of expanded metal steel shects, tho F . O . B . value of which docs not exceed rupees one 
hundred twenty -five , to prospective buyers. 

3 . In this notification , " cxpanded metal steel shects " shall mean a steel sheet metal 
that has been slit and expanded to form a mesh . 

4. This notification shall come into force on 22nd January, 1968 . 


ANNEXURE I 


Specification for Expanded Metal Steel Sheets 


1. Material 

1. 1. The blank steel shcets or plates shall be well and cleanly rolled . They shall be 
frce from cracks, surface flaws, laminations, rough , jagucd and impcrfcct cdges and all 
other defects . 

1.2 . The test piece cut from the blank shcets and plates shall withstand without fracture , 
being doubled over , when cold , either by pressure or by blows from a hammer, until the 
two sides of the best piece are parallel and the internal radius is not greater than 1 . 5 times 
the thickness of test piece . 


Shapes and Dimensions 

2 . 1. The shares and dimensions of the expanded metal steel sheets shall bo as agreed 
to between the buyer and the seller but width of the strand shall not be less than 10,5 
times the thickness of the shçci. 

2 . 2 . When expanded metal sheets are required to be cut to specified dimensions , the 
limits of tolerances shall be 19 follows :

2 . 2 . 3 . The tolerance on nominal weight of expanded metal sheets shall be + 5 per 
cent. The nominal weight of expanded metal shcets shall be calculated on the basis that 
stcel weighs 7 . 85 g / cm 


1. Manufacture 

3. 1. Each street of expanded metal shall be manufactured by slitting a sheet and 
stretching the strands so formed as to form a net work of shaped meshes . 

3.2 . The finished expanded metal shall be freo from flaws, joints, welds, broken strands. 
lamination and all other harmful defects . 


4 . Test 

4 . 1. The test piece (strands ) cut from the mesh of expanded metal sheet of 40 millimetre 
shortway mesh and over shall withstand , without fructure , being doubled over either by 
pressure or by blows from a hammer , until the two sides of the strand are parallel, and 
the internal radius of the hend is not greater than 1. 5 times the thickness of the test piece . 


5 Preservative Treatment 

5 . 1. Expanded metal sheets shall be given a suitable protective coating to prevent 
corrosion , during storage and transit. 
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6 . Packin ? 

Unless otherwise specified , the expanded metal sheets shall be tightly rolled and firinly 
tied or packed in any other suitable way that can withstand damage in transit , 


7. Sumpling and Criterla for conformity 

For every lot of 100 expanded metal shects or less , two sheets shall be selected at 
random for inspection and test. The sheets selected shall be cxamined for all the requirc 
ments of this specification . In case of failurc of cither of the test pieces for any of the 
above requirements , the consignment shall be rejected.

S . O . 4575 - In cxercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makcs 
the following rules , namoly : 


1 . Short title and commencement. — 1 ) These rules may be called the Export of 
Expanded Metal Steel Shocts (Inspection ) Rules, 1967. 

(2 ) They shall come into force on the 22nd January , 1968. 

2 . Definition. — In these rules " expanded metal steel sheets" shull mcan a steel sheet 
metal that has been slit and expanded to form a nesh . 


3 . Basis of Inspection . — Inspection of expanded metal steel shçets shall be carried out 
with a vicw to seeing that the expanded metal steel shects conform to the specificutions 
recognised by the Central Government under section 6 of the Export (Quality Control und 
Inspection ) Act, 1963 (hereinafter referred to as the standard specification ) or, as the caso 
may bc , any other additional requirements as stipulated by the foreign buyer in the export 
contract. 


4 . Procedure of Inspection . — ( 1 ) An exporter intending to export expanded metal steel 
sheets shall give intimation in writing of his intention so to do and subunit along with 
such intimation a declaration as to the agreed specification of the export contract to any 
one of the inspection agencies ( hereinafter referred to as the agency ) recognised under 
section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963), to enable 
it to carry out the inspection in accordance with rule 3 . 

( 2 ) Every intimation and declaration under sub -rule ( 1) shall reach the office of the 
agency not less than ten days before the expected date of shipment. 

( 3 ) On receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub -rulc (2 ), the agency shall 
carry out the inspection of expanded metal steel shccts in accordance with rule 3 and the 
instructions issued hy the Export Inspection Council in this regard from time to time. 

(4 ) If after inspection , the agency is satisfied that the consignment of expanded mctal 
stcel sheets to be exported complies with the requirements of rule 3 and instructions issued 
hy the Export Inspection Council in this regard . it shall within seven days of the receipt 
of intimation and declaration under sub -rule ( 2 ), but not later than two days after the 
completion of the inspection , issue a certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment 
as conform to the specifications referred to in rule 3 . 

5 . Procedure of affixation of recognised mark . The provisions of the Indian Standard 
Institution (Certification ) Act, 1952 (36 of 1952 ), the Indian Standards Institution (Certifica 
tion Marks ) Rules, 1955, and the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks ) Regula 
tions, 1955, shall , so far as may be, apply to the procedure of afixation of the recognised 
mark or seal on expanded metal steel sheets prior to export denoting its conformity to 
the standard specifications. 


6 . Place of Inspection . — Inspection of expanded metal steel sheets for the purposes 
of these rules, shall be carried out either 

(a ) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 
(b ) at the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter , provided that 

adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein . 
7 . Insnection fee . Subject to a minimum of rupees twenty for each consignment, i 
fee at the rate of twenty paise for every one hundred rupces of the FO . B . value of each 
such consignment shall be paid by the exporter to the agency its inspection fee under these 
Tulcs,

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8 . Appeal. - ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the agency to issue a certificate 
under sub -rule (4 ) of rule 4 may , within ten days of the receipt of the communication of 
such refusal by him , prcfer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less than 
three persons that may be appointed for the purpose by the Central Government.
